In Memoriam 

F ormerPrincipalMourned 


Three generations of students, resi¬ 
dents of Brooklyn, Queens and Long 
Island, joined in mourning Mother 
Rose Gertrude, a founder and aca¬ 
demic dean of Molloy College for 
Women at Rockville Centre, who died 
Monday, May 7th, after an outstand¬ 
ing career in the field of education. 

Mother Gertrude was born Anna 
Hoenighausen in Brooklyn, on Feb¬ 
ruary 4, 1887. She attended All Saints 
Grammar School and Girls High 
School prior to entering the convent. 
She entered The Dominican Order at 
Amityville, in March, 1905, from All 
Saints parish and was professed on 
May 11, 1907. 

In 1924 Mother Gertrude returned 


to serve as the principal of All Saints 
until 1936, during which time she 
also served as supervisor of schools 
in the Diocese of Brooklyn. Upon 
leaving All Saints, she founded Do¬ 
minican Commercial High School, in 
Jamaica. 

A Solemn Requiem Mass was of¬ 
fered at St. Agnes Cathedral and 
Mother Gertrude was buried in the 
Dominican Sisters, Queen of the Ros¬ 
ary Cemetery at Amityville. 

We here at All Saints, should con¬ 
sider ourselves privileged, in view of 
the fact that this great woman among 
many other things, served as the prin¬ 
cipal of both the high school and 
grammar school.

Students from 14 up to 18 years of 
age who plan to work this summer 
were reminded today by Principal 
S.M. Gertrude Magdalen O.P., Prin¬ 
cipal of All Saints C. D. High School, 
to get their working papers before 
school closes. 

She announced that the school will 
aid youngsters in preparing their ap¬ 
plications for standard employment 
certificates or vacation or farm work 
permits, and would arrange appoint¬ 
ments with the school physician for 
the necessary physical fitness tests. 

The school official warned that de¬ 
lays might occur if pupils put off 
completing their applications until 
after school closes, since a certificat¬ 
ing officer and physician would be 
less rapidly available during the sum¬ 
mer months.
